High fees, paperwork 
frustrate some trying 
to register weapons

The delight that North Sider Ray Diaz felt 
in early September driving home with his 
newly purchased Heckler & Koch .45-cali- 
ber handgun, the first of his life, was tem- 
pered by frustration with the hoops he 
felt he had to jump through to get his city- 
issued firearms permit. 

Diaz, who wanted a gun for home pro- 
tection and target shooting, said he spent 
months trudging through the process to 
get his permit. 

After applying for a state firearm own- 
er’s identification card in June, he waited a 
month to receive it. He next spent several 
weeks looking for a certified instructor 
and a range where he could take the man- 
dated firearms training course. He settled 
on a Dundee range about 35 miles from his 
home, but he waited several more weeks 
for an open class. Finally after shelling out 
$100, he received his gun permit in Sep- 
tember. 

The 53-year-old retired Horner Park 
man is one of more than 1,500 city resi- 
dents to receive the permit since the City 
Council passed an ordinance this summer 
allowing handgun ownership in Chicago 
for the first time in decades. 

Six months ago, the U.S. Supreme Court 
struck down the city’s 28 -year-old hand- 
gun ban, compelling city leaders to quickly 
craft a new set of control measures they 
said would keep the guns out of criminals’ 
hands while holding lawful owners ac- 
countable. 

Diaz said the application process was 
more like an expensive, tedious odyssey he 
believes is meant to discourage would-be 
gun owners from applying. 

“I can see {the need for] the classes. But 
it doesn’t make sense for me to pay $100 
for every three years to bring a gun into the 
city” Diaz said. 

The city appears to be making good on 
its promise to quickly process incoming 
applications for firearms permits. But it 
still lags in creating an accessible database 
intended to let police know where the fire- 
arms are being kept. 

Since the ordinance became law, Police 


Ray Diaz understands the need to take a firearms training course, but he believes the 
paperwork and fees for a weapons permit are excessive, e. jason wambsgans/tribune 


Department officials handed out 1,565 
Chicago firearms permits and have regis- 
tered 2,759 firearms, according to police 
spokeswoman Lt. Maureen Biggane. 

Police officials acknowledge they were 
behind in bringing online an automated 
system that would tell responding officers 
where in the city guns had been legally reg- 
istered, a measure officials said would help 
protect first-responders going into homes 
in emergencies. 

Mayor Daley last week expressed frus- 


tration that the system hadn’t been imple- 
mented. On Saturday Biggane said the 
system was available for officers to use on 
their portable computer terminals as of 
Friday 

Critics continue to hit the city over 
its training requirements, as well as the 
costs associated with getting and keeping 
a handgun. Before a gun-seeker can pur- 
chase a handgun, he or she may have to 
spend well over $200 for training, applica- 
tion and registration fees.

Blizzard rocks Midwest

A blizzard dumped thigh-deep snow on some 
areas of the upper Midwest on Sunday; playing 
havoc with travelers and causing the roof of the 
Metrodome in Minneapolis to collapse. 

There were no injuries immediately reported 
from the storm, which hit Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota the hardest and was moving east late in 
the day Sunday 

A blizzard warning was in effect for Chicago 
and parts of Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin, Missouri, Michigan and North and South 
Dakota. 

As much as 20 inches of snow fell on some ar- 
eas, the National Weather Service said. 

Steady snowfall and powerful wind gusts com- 
bined to create “blizzard-like” conditions, forc- 
ing nearly 1,700 flight cancellations at Chicago 
airports. 

Most of the snow left downtown Chicago as 
of 6:15 p.m. and headed east toward Northwest 
Indiana, said National Weather Service meteo- 
rologist Richard Castro. What will remain will 
be strong winds and plummeting temperatures 
overnight, he said. 

Wisconsin Gov Jim Doyle declared a state of 
emergency for the state’s 72 counties as a precau- 
tion, calling the National Guard to active duty to 
help local authorities. 

“Conditions continue to deteriorate and it 
is becoming critically important for vehicles to 
stay off the roadways,” Wisconsin State Patrol 
Superintendent David Collins said. 

As much as 22 inches of snow fell in the met- 
ropolitan area of Minneapolis-St. Paul, local me- 
dia said. 

In Wisconsin, wind gusts were as high as 
70 mph, the National Weather Service said, and 
an advisory was issued with wind chill tempera- 
tures expected to drop to minus-20 to minus-27.

BEARS LOOK LIKE PRETENDERS AS NEW ENGLAND 
DOMINATES IN A SNOWY, WINDY SOLDIER FIELD

Given an opportunity to gain the national 
respect they’ve been pining for, the Bears 
instead created questions about their le- 
gitimacy as a playoff contender as well as 
their preparation for Sunday’s showdown 
with the New England Patriots. 

We know this much: There is a major 

divide be- 
tween the 
Bears and 
the AFC- 
leading Pa- 
triots, who 
showed 
absolutely no letdown coming off a short 
week and an emotional whipping of their 
division rival, the New York Jets. 

Riding a five-game winning streak, the 
Bears were as loose as could be in the week 
leading up to the game. They got throttled, 
falling behind 33-0 at halftime, the largest 
halftime deficit in franchise history In the 
swirling wind and falling snow, Tom Brady 
and his cast of receivers carved up a de- 
fense that can’t play its signature Cover-2 
successfully if it can’t mount a pass rush. 

In the mush, there was no pressure 
whatsoever on Brady, who completed 27 
of 40 passes for 369 yards and two touch- 
down passes in completing his eighth con- 
secutive game without an interception. 
The Patriots rolled up 475 yards of offense 
and Brady made a mockery of the Bears 
with a 59 -yard touchdown pass to Deion 
Branch (8 receptions, 151 yards) on the fi- 
nal play of the first half when rookie free 
safety Major Wright got caught badly out

of position, indicative of how unprepared 
the Bears were. 

But the game turned earlier in the sec- 
ond quarter after Danny Woodhead had 
scored on a 3-yard run to put the Patriots 
(11-2) ahead 14-0. On the very next play 
from scrimmage, cornerback Devin Mc- 
Courty stripped Johnny Knox before his 
rear hit the ground and linebacker Gary 
Guyton scooped up the fumble and raced 
35 yards for a touchdown. The rout was on. 

“Every once in a while, in anything you 
do, when you try to get to the top, you get 
up there and someone usually kicks you 
back down and shows you what it takes to 
get there,” center Olin Kreutz said. “If we 
can take the good out of this, it’s that our 


level isn’t high enough yet to be the world 
champs that we want to be. They showed 
us what the difference is between good and 
great. 

“If we want to be great, we’ve got to 
learn from this.” 

The good news is the Detroit Lions won 
an NFC North game for the first time in 
more than three years, upsetting the Green 
Bay Packers 7-3 at Ford Field. The Bears (9- 
4) remain a game ahead of the Packers and 
can clinch the division with a victory over 
the Minnesota Vikings next Monday and a 
Packers loss to the surging Patriots on Sun- 
day Where the Bears will play the Vikings 
remains to be seen, but indications are the 
game will be in Minnesota.

It must be difficult to impress Kyle Korver with 
long-range shooting, sort of like getting Rick Bay- 
less to praise your homemade mole sauce. 

Korver, after all, drained 53.6 percent of his 
3-point attempts last season for Utah. That’s an 
NBA record. 

But for one night, Derrick Rose was the best long- 
range shooter on the floor. He drained a career-high 
five triples on just six attempts Saturday night in the 
Bulls’ 113-82 win over Minnesota. 

“His shot looks the same every time,” Korver 
said. “His weight is going forward, he’s holding his 
follow-through and he has great body control.” 

Rose shot just 22.2 percent (16 for 72) as a rookie 
and improved just a tick last season, making 16 of 
60 for 26.7 percent. This season? He’s at 41.6 per- 
cent, having connected on 37 of 89. 


COACH: BOOZER NOT 100 PERCENT 

Coach Tom Thibodeau on Carlos Boozer, who 
grabbed seven rebounds in 24-plus minutes 
Saturday: “He still is not 100 percent. Each day he 
has gotten better. His offense really helps us and 
he has great instincts. But his rebounding is still 
not where it needs to be. When he gets his legs 
under him, his rebounding should return as well.” 

^ 

“He has put a lot of work into it,” Bulls coach 
Tom Thibodeau said. “He gets there early and he 
stays late, and he does it year-round. His commit- 
ment to the game and the team is special.” 

Rose agreed that his surge is due to hard work, 
not a change in his form, and “the confidence to 
shoot it. They’re leaving me open, so why not?” 


Defenders are leaving him open not because 
they’re generous or lazy. 

“It’s a pick-your-poison type of thing,” Korver said. 
‘And you know what? They’ll keep daring him to 
shoot because he is so good at getting to the basket. 

“[Teams] start the game hoping he’ll be off ... 
then he goes 5-for-6 and they scratch their head 
and say: ‘What do you do?’ ” 

When someone told Joakim Noah that oppos- 
ing defenders will see Rose’s 5-for-6 stat line and 
wonder how they can possibly stop him, Noah re- 
sponded: “Teah, good call.” 

“He has gained more and more confidence in his 
3-ball,” Noah said. “It’s a scary thing. And in adding 
Carlos [Boozer], we’re getting a lot of touches in 
the paint. When you’re throwing it back, it’s easier 
for a shooter.”

Adriana Lima nonchalantly stroked the $2 million 
Fantasy Bra on Wednesday as she discussed the famous 
jewel-encrusted Victoria’s Secret brassiere.
